No. 528, dated 10th Feb. 1967. — In the Military Engineer 
Services, Class I (Recruitment, Promotion and Seniority) 
Rules, published under notification No. 1581 in the Gazette 
of India, dated 17th September. 1949. the following amend- 
ments may be made, namely :> — 

In the Class I (Recruitment, Promotion and Seniorit\ ) 
Rules. — 

(1) In Dart II. in rule 20. after sub rule (g). the following 
sub-rules shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(h) The selected candidates shall, if so required, be 
liable to serve as Commissioned Officers in the 
Armed Forces for a period of not less than four 
years, including the period spent on training, if anv; 

Provided that such a candidate (i) shall not be required 
to serve as aforesaid after the expiry of ten years from the 
date of appointment: (ii) shall not ordinarily be required to 
serve as aforesaid after attaining the age of forty years, 

(i) 50% of the permanent vacancies to be filled through 
the competitive/ad hoc recruitment conducted by 
the Commission after the 17th May, 1963, shall be 
reserved for graduate engineers who are commis- 
sioned in the Armed Forces on a temporary basis 
during the present Emergency and are later released 
subject to the following conditions, namely : — 

(i) they would have been eligible for appointment 
had they not joined military service, and 

(ii) they are at the time when they are considered 
for appointment after release from military ser- 
vice, physically fit according to the rules. 

Note —T ill such candidates as are mentioned in this sub- 
rule become available for appointment, the 
reserved permanent vacancies shall be filled on a 
temporary basis. 


(j) I he probationers will also be required to pass De- 
partmental test in Hindi before confirmation which 
will consist of two papers: one designed to test the 
officer’s knowledge of the Hindi language, and an- 
other to test his familiarity with Departmental Hindi 
Terminology, diglot or bilinqual mannuals. etc. 
The first paper will be of Praveen or middle 
standard only. The second paper will be a paper 
to be answered with the help of the prescribed 
manuals, books etc. 

( k ) The probationers will also be subject to Civilians in 
Defence Services (Field Service Liability) Rules. 
1957, as published under S. R. O- No. 92, dated 
9th March. 1957. They will be medically examined 
in accordance with the medical standards laid down 
therein.” 

(2) after part III. the following shall be added at the end. 
namely 

“Part IV — Miscellaneous. 

24. Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may bv order, for reasons 
to be recorded by it in writing and after consultation with 
the Union Public Service Commission, relax all or anv of 
these rules with respect to anv class or category of persons/ 
posts.”
